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JHE SUEZ CANAL, 

Ihe Gonsulur Report upon the tratio 
through: the Suez Canal in 1879 has 
been published. ‘fhe tote number of 
vessels which passed through was 1,477, 
with a get tonnage of 2,208,340, and the 
cual dues paid amounted to 29,551,590 
frunce, or nut qujte one million and a 
ipouter sterling, The truftic bas de- 
clined ever since 1877, and that is at- 
tribated to the depressed state of cum- 
merce generally, Acting Consul Wolff 
believes thut there is little doubt of the 
trafic ongmenting with the revival of 
trade nud commerce. What the tratic 
would have been worth but for the Bri- 
tish troops it is hard to say; but ot the 
4¥,135 passengers whu passed through 
the Canal both ways, 26,249 were Bri- 
tish truops ; 13,839 were foreign troops, 
mostly Freneh, Dutch, and Ottoman; 
12,670 were pilgrims; and of the re- 
muining 20,877 who were civilians, 598 
were unfortuaate Russiaus on the way 
to exfle in w distant land. Port Said is 
suffering from want of communication 
with the interior, and the Consul advo- 
cates a tailway or canal connecting the 
hurbour with the Nile somewhere near 
Danietta. The import-of cual into Port 
Said showed o slight increase of 6,000 
tons; and the export of cotton seed.a 
decrease, owing to the ravages of a high 
Nile. ‘fhe British population of 405 in 
this town of 12,332 inhabitants consists 
ulmost entirely uf Maltese, who are em- 
ployed in the workshops and depots of 
the Canal Company. ‘The Consul com- 
plains of the inability of the police and 
coustguard to check. the smuggling, 
which is mostly in prohibited Greek 
tobacco. In the affrays between the au- 
thorities and the smupplers indiscrimin= 
ate firing is indulged in, and the Con- 
aul las find to leave the verandah of hia 
own house to avoid a stray shot in one 
of these encounters. As the people will 
have this tobacco, ho suggests that the 
imposition of » reasonable Customs duty 
would put an end to the present illegal- 
ity, and also prove remunerative to the 
Lgyptian Government. As above stat-
